^HE  Board  of  Governors  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to 
the  Subscribers  their  Annual  Report  and  State¬ 
ments  of  Account  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1927. 
The  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  again  con¬ 
stitutes  a  record  and  the  pressure  on  the  accommodation 
has  now  reached  such  a  point  that  an  extension  of  the 
In-Patient  department  will  have  to  be  undertaken  without 
delay.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Wards  was 
1998  compared  with  1990  in  the  previous  year.  The  daily 
average  number  of  In-Patients  was  107 *8  compared  with 
100  in  1926.  As  the  number  of  available  beds  in  the 
Hospital  is  108  the  figure  for  the  past  year  shews  that  the 
whole  of  the  beds  have  been  filled  all  through  the  year. 
The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  In-Patient  has  been 
20'7  days  againt  188  days  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  has  been  6-4  per  cent,  and  this  figure  falls  to  4  3  per 
cent,  if  those  cases  who  were  admitted  in  extremis  and  who 
died  within  48  hours  are  excluded.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1926  were  6  3  per  cent,  and  4-4  per  cent.  A 
striking  feature  of  the  years  work  has  been  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  as  the  result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents. 
The  British  Hospitals  Association  has  this  question  of 
motor  accidents  under  consideration  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  arrangement  will  be  made  with  the  Insurance 
Companies  in  order  that  the  Hospitals  may  receive  some 
financial  help  in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  these  cases.

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  what  an  enormous 
amount  of  work  is  being  done  under  exceedingly  difficult 
conditions.  The  opening  of  the  new  Canning  Childs  Out- 
Patient  Department  will  be  a  real  blessing.  The 
Orthopaedic  Department  has  grown  remarkably.  One 
result  of  this  new  department  is  the  demand  for  surgical 
appliances.  Many  patients  are  quite  unable  to  pay  the  full 
cost  of  these  somewhat  expensive  appliances,  and  it  would 
be  a  great  boon  if  there  was  a  special  fund  for  this  purpose. 
During  the  year  an  additional  session  for  women  patients 
in  the  Venereal  Diseases  department  was  commenced. 
The  figure  of  57319  attendances  in  all  departments  is  rather 
astounding  and  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  number  of 
In-Patients  resident  daily,  reveals  the  remarkable  facl  that 
on  an  average  268  patients  received  treatment  at  the 
Hospital  every  day  of  the  year. 
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The  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  during 
the  year  was  2624  (1041  in  the  main  theatre  and  1588  in 
the  Casualty  Department).  There  is  a  real  need  for  a 
second  theatre  and  this  need  will  become  imperative  when 
the  Hospital  is  enlarged. 

x-Ray  .  The  work  of  the  X-Ray  Department  is  growing,  and  as 

Department  .  ,  .  . 

developments  are  continually  taking  place  in  X-Ray 
Apparatus  the  cost  to  the  Hospital  is  now  a  serious  matter. 
During  the  year  a  portable  X-Ray  outfit  for  use  in  the  wards 
has  been  purchased  and  the  wiring  of  the  X-Ray  room  has 
been  altered  at  a  cost  of  ,£67.  A  qualified  Assistant 
Radiographer  has  been  appointed  and  the  department  is 
now  up  to  date  and  efficient  Unfortunately  the  accom¬ 
modation  is  not  sufficient  and  some  extension  in  the  near 
future  is  greatly  needed.

ingly  busy  all  through  the  year.  There  is  a  continual 
demand  for  this  type  of  treatment  and  the  results  obtained 
in  certain  cases  have  been  wonderfully  good.  Through  the 
generosity  of  the  President  a  new  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp 
has  been  installed  and  has  proved  invaluable.  The  volume 
of  work  assumed  such  large  proportions  that  Dr.  Russell 
felt  unable  to  continue  in  charge  in  addition  to  his  work  in 
the  Orthopaedic  Department.  It  was  therefore  decided  to 
make  an  additional  appointment  to  the  Honorary  Staff  to 
cope  with  work,  and  in  December,  Dr.  Mary  Purdie  was 
unanimously  elected  to  the  post  of  Honorary  Assistant 
Physician  in  charge  of  the  Ultra  Violet  Ray  Department. 
The  Board  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Purdie  for  taking  over  this 
important  branch  of  Plospital  work. 


Maternity 

Hospital 


Negotiations  with  the  City  Council  in  connection  with 
the  proposal  to  build  a  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Clayton  Hospital  have  been  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  the  scheme  is  now  under  consideration  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  Board  have  carefully  considered 
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the  effect  upon  the  future  extension  of  the  Hospital  which 
the  building  of  a  Maternity  Block  would  have  and  they  are 
satisfied  that  the  space  which  such  a  building  would  occupy 
would  not  interfere  with  any  extension  which  may  be 
necessary  for  many  years  to  come. 


In  February  last  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  new  CaoutnpadentdsS 
Canning  Childs  Out-Patient  Building  was  laid  by  Miss  DePartm'!nt 
Elizabeth  Child.  The  building  operations  have  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  department  will 
be  opened  in  the  early  summer.  This  building  when 
completed  will  be  one  ol  the  finest  in  the  country  and  one 
of  which  the  people  of  Wakefield  and  District  may  well  be 
proud.  Mr.  Canning  Childs  paid  a  visit  to  Wakefield  in 
August  and  on  his  return  to  America  wrote  stating  that  he 
was  entirely  satisfied  with  the  use  the  Governors  had  made 
of  his  gift. 


It  is  with  feelings  of  profound  thankfulness  that  the  Finance 
Board  record  that  the  Income  of  the  Hospital  has  met  the 
Expenditure.  This  result  is  truly  remarkable  when  the 
difficulties  owing  to  the  depression  in  trade  especially  in  the 
coal  trade  are  taken  into  account,  and  speaks  volumes  for  the 
esteem  in  which  the  Hospital  is  held  by  every  section  of 
the  community.  A  stricking  feature  on  the  income  side  of 
the  account  is  the  increased  amount  received  from  or  on 
behalf  of  grateful  patients.  This  increase  is  very  gratifying 
to  the  Board  and  is  a  source  of  great  encouragement  to 
them  in  the  work  they  are  doing.  Two  legacies  have  been 
received,  one  of  ,£450  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mrs.  Milnes 
Gaskell  and  one  of  ,£100  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mr. 

Henry  Smith.  An  item  of  ,£'343  18s.  5d.  was  also 
received  per  Messrs.  Claude  Leatham  &  Co.,  being  the 
balance  remaining  on  winding  up  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr. 
Joseph  Shaw.  The  Board  wish  once  again  to  place 
on  record  their  grateful  thanks  for  the  great  help  of 
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Improvements 


the  Workpeoples  Committee.  Mr.  George  Ingham  has 
succeeded  Mr.  John  Illingworth  as  Chairman  of  this 
Committee  and  in  extending  to  him  their  congratu¬ 
lations  on  his  appointment  they  wish  to  express  the 
hope  that  the  operations  of  his  Committee  will  go  on 
until  the  goal  aimed  at  by  Mr.  Illingworth,  is  reached.  On 
the  expenditure  side  the  Board  have  been  able  to  effect 
considerable  economies  with  the  result  that  the  average 
cost  of  treatment  has  fallen  considerably.  The  following 
comparative  costs  are  of  interest :  —

The  Board  are,  however  faced  with  considerably 
increased  expenditure  during  the  coming  year.  Much  new 
furniture  and  equipment  is  needed.  A  large  sum  of  money 
will  have  to  be  spent  on  painting  and  repair  work  and  the 
increased  expenditure  which  will  be  involved  in  maintaining 
the  new  Out-Patients  Department  will  call  for  still  greater 
efforts  to  obtain  additional  income.  The  Board  feel 
confident  that  they  can  rely  on  the  people  of  Wakefield  and 
district  to  supply  this  increased  income  and  they  intend  to 
continue  their  policy  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  on  the 
high  level  of  efficiency  which  it  has  reached  in  recent  yeais. 


Several  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  In  addition  to  the  alterations  to  the  X-Ray 
Department  already  mentioned,  a  movable  screen  has  been 
erected  on  the  balcony  of  the  Childrens  Ward.  Penders 
have  been  let  for  the  electrification  of  the  Laundry.  The 
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bathroom  in  Harrison  Ward  has  been  tiled  and  modernised. 

The  cost  of  this  latter  splendid  improvement  was  borne 
entirely  by  Major  J.  H.  Greaves  to  whom  the  Board  extend 
their  most  sincere  thanks.  The  alterations  to  the  Shaw 
Wing  to  provide  a  flat  for  the  Resident  Medical  Officers 
have  been  completed  and  the  accommodation  provided  is 
excellent.  The  rooms  which  were  occupied  by  the  Medical 
Officers  have  been  made  into  offices  for  the  Superintendent 
and  his  staff,  whilst  the  old  office  is  now  used  by  the 
Honorary  Staff  as  a  Cloak  Room,  etc.  Several  other 
smaller  alterations  have  been  effected  and  all  have  proved 
of  great  advantage  in  the  work  of  the  institution. 

After  careful  consideration  by  the  Committees  con-  Electricity 

J  bupply 

cerned,  and  after  having  had  an  expert  examination  of  the 
Cable  carrying  the  electricity  supply,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  completely  re-wire  the  whole  of  the  electricity  supply  to  the 
Hospital.  It  was  also  decided  to  alter  the  lighting  arrange¬ 
ments  in  the  wards.  This  work  has  been  carried  out  at  a 
cost  of  nearly  ^700  The  Hospital  is  now  safe  from  fire 
from  electric  faults  and  the  new  system  of  lighting  in  the 
wards  is  a  very  great  advantage. 

The  Board  have  to  deplore  the  loss  by  death  of  four  Board  of 

Governors 

of  their  number — Major  H.  S.  Goodyear,  Aid.  George 
Foster,  Rev.  A.  W.  Sawtell  and  Mr.  Henry  Smith.  They 
have  also  to  record  with  regret  the  resignations  of  Mr. 

A.  H.  Barnes  Mr.  H,  C.  Dickinson,  and  Mr.  J.  Murphy. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Atter  has  been  elected  to  the  vacancy  caused  by 
Mr.  Barnes’  resignation,  Cr.  S.  Pickles  has  been  nominated 
by  the  Corporation  to  take  the  place  of  the  late  Major 
Goodyear,  and  Mr.  G.  Ingham  has  taken  the  place  of  Mr. 

Murphy.  The  other  vacancies  will  be  filled  in  the  near 
future.  The  Board  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
extending  to  the  President  their  felicitations  on  his  attaining 
his  86th  birthday.  Mr.  Briggs’  wonderful  energy  and  his 
great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  an  inspiration 
to  all  who  are  in  any  way  connected  with  it.
